ation  has  increased  somewhat.  The  death  rate  is  very  high  a  k\ 
as  no  comparability  figure  has  been  provided  by  trie  registrar 
G-eneral  cannot  conveniently  be  corrected.  This  high  death  rate 
is  entirely  due  to  an  unprecidented  number  of  deaths  ©from  heart 
failure  ll/13ths  of  whom  were  women. 

The  birth  rate  of  19.9  against  England  and  Tfcles  16.5  is 
almost  double  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years  and  has  not  been 
equalled  since  1922. 


The  infectious  disease  incidence  was  negligable  only  measles 
erysipelas  and  pneumonia  occuring. 


I  am  assured  by  the  Surveyor  that  the  water  supply  was 
copious  during  the  year  and  no  trouble  was  experienced  from  this 
s  ourc  e .
